“The People’s League of Alberta, as 
4 DOL-parlisan Organization, will not, 
unless forced to do so, enter the polit- 
ical field as a new party. Its members, 
however, feel that it is necessary in 
order to ensure the election of a ma- 
jority group of reasonable and  cap- 
able men, properly representing the 
people, that all persons and organiza- 
tions believing in good government 
unite their forces in so far as Provin- 
cial matters are concerned.
